PRELIMINARY slalomont from the Arkansas Edu- 
cation association, opening itn convention at Little 


Rock Thui'Hday, pleads for federal appropriations to the 
common schools—at the same time demanding retention of 
local and state control of the schools. 


This newspaper was the first daily paper in Arkansas 


to advocate enactment of a state sales tax for the schools, 
and we have earnestly defended every hill that we believed 
would help the cause of free public education. 


Hut we are unalterably opposed to tying up the local 


school system with a distant federal capital. We have al- 
ways opposed the proposition to create a new federal cabi- 
net post for education, which some educators desire; and we 
are opposed to making the local schools of America per- 
manently dependent on federal funds.

be accepted without accountability 
to 
the 
federal 
government 
for 


choice of books, curriculum, teach- 
I.TS. and other details of manage* 
infill, is entirely Utopian.

TORONTO, Out.—The Dionne quin- 


tuplets have never been spanked and 
they never will be spanked. Never- 
theless, they arc subject to strict dis- 
cipline—and, us a result, arc pretty 
obedient 
and 
well-behaved young 


ladies. 


Since they were a year old the 


quints have been taught that they have 
to 'obey—OH ELSE. More than that:, 
they have learned that they can get 
what they want only by obeying, and 
that if they refuse to follow the rou- 
tine laid down for them they jjj- 
variiihly have 
to take the 
conse- 


quences. 


These "consequences" arc never so 


very terrible. The worst that hap- 
pens to a disobedient quint is a spell 
of isolation in a separate room. But 
Localise this system has worked so 
well on the quints, it might be worth 
the 
altrntion of parents who arc 


wondering how on earth they can ever 
get Junior to mind. 


Nobody 
worried 
about discipline 


when (hi' quints were tiny, of course. 
Evi-ryone was too busy with the all- 
import.'int job of keening them alive. 
Bui as the sisters passed the crisis, the 
£i:iirdifin.s faced the problem of in- 
Mailing the proper routine of child- 
training. 


After much study, it was decided to 


inaugurate the system in use at St. 
George's School for Child Study, in 
loronlo. 


Wanted Happy Medium 


That was dune more than two years 


; go. What happened 
thereafter 
is 


now revealed in a paper written by 
Dr. W. E. Blat/., director of St. George's 
School and D. A. Millichamp, assist- 
ant director. 


The object of the training program 


was not to develop children who never 
disobey, but to reach a happy balance 
between obedience and disobedience. 
As the spycluilugists put it, "we be- 
lieve an individual should be non- 
fninpli.-int • but 
he should keep 
his 


non-compliance within the limits of 
.social behavior." 


In other words, if a quint refuses to 


wash her hands before dinner, she 
doesn't gel punished or argued with— 
.'he .simply doesn't get dinner until she 
washes. 


If she prefers going without dinner, 


that's her privilege. No one suffer." 
but herself. 


On the other hand, however, if she 


cruiiic.s a disturbance during the story 
hour she is at once removed to the iso- 
lation room, or "dog house"; for this 
Kind 
of disobedience 
disturbs 
the 


whole group. Hence she is disciplined 
for the second dink of disobedience 
but not for the first. 


That i.s why you will notice some 


odd things when you study the disci- 
pline records of the different quints. 


AmiLtie a Non-Conformist 


Annette, for instance, breaks the law 


the most—or, as the 
psychologists 


quaintly put H, shows the 
largest 


number of non-compliance incidents. 
And yet Annette is disciplined the 
least of all the sisters. 


Marie ranks third in the number of 


non-compliance incidents—but draws 
down the most discipline. A good 
part of Marie's trouble is due to the 
tact that she is still the baby of the 
group; 41 per cent of her non-com- 
plmncc is simply crying. She offers 
;:ct'.ial physical resistance to authority

BRUSSELS, Belgium.— :iVP) —The 


Brussels conference of 19 nations der 
cided Thursday to empower its sub- 
committee to offer ai dto Japan and 
China in effecting peace between the 
two nations. It was reliably indicated 
that the United States, Great Britain 
and Beligum will be on the committee. 


By the Associated Press 


The way was cleared partially Thurs- 


day for Japan .to open direct peace 
talks with China. 


Instead of re-inviting Japan to par- 


ticipate in the Brussels conference on 
methods of ending the Chinese-Japa- 
nese conflict, the leaders of the peace 
move decided to send Japan an appeal 
to start peace negotiations. 


This step, decided upon at a private 


meeting of leaders in the Belgian 
foreign office, is yet to be ratified by 
the full conference which is seeking 
to bring peace on the basis of the nine- 
power pact. 


Meanwhile, the conflicting armies 


were still locked in deadly conflict in 
China, a temporary stalemate appar- 
ently holding the opposing lines rel- 
atively sationary. 


In spain, the insurgent armies were 


reported on the offensive south of the 
Aragon region which resulted in the 
capture of strategic mountain positions 
near Fuentes,

everybody. 


But a circuit judge stepped in and ruled that this was 


an attempt to bribe the electorate. For that reason, the judge 
ruled the candidate off the ballot and brought his campaign 
to an inglorious conclusion.

TCMIIS Build Offenses Around 


Passing 


Forward passing yearly is becom- 


ing more popular in football, and the 
southwest has headed the parade. 


Virtually every team in the country 


now employs the pass as an intcrgal 
part of its offense, not merely as a 
threat. 


In the southwest some teams build 


their entire offense around the forj 
ward pass. In defeating Texas, 21-10 
Arkansas threw 36 passes and com- 
pleted 18, with only two intercepted 
and both those deep in Longhorn ter- 
ritory. 
Approximately every other 


play was a pass. 


Throughout a three-game stretch the 


Baylor Bears passed for six consecu- 
tive touchdowns. 


Why is the pass so popular in the 


southwest? First, we have the passers. 
Boys throw a lot in this section. Foot- 
balls in the fall and winter. Baseballs 
in the spring and summer. The weath- 
er is conductive to outdoor sports the 
year 'round. Players come to college 
with the throwing habit. It is a tra- 
dition. 


The weather influences the game in 


this vicinity. 


In the north, cast, midwest, and 


Pacific northwest, a coach wouldn't 
dare build his attack around passing. 


His team would be almost sure to 


strike a number of cold, rainy, icy, 
and snowy days when passes would be 
well-nigh useless.

It Depends Upon flcr 


The advantage of the discipline-by- 


isolntiun method is that it makes learn- 
ing possible. When a quint is isolated, 
she has.a chance to consider whether 
she would rather be alone or with 
the oilier four. The length of her Iso- 
lation depends entirely on her. If she 
wants to spend the remainder of the 
play period in the isolated room, no 
adult interferes; if she wants to come 
back and behave she is welcomed. 


When the chil-training experts set 


up their routine, the first rule was— 
"Let 'em cry." The quints, who were 
Used to getting instant attention when 
they cried, found this rather hard to 
take, and set out at once to see 
whether they had more endurance 
than the nurses. There were times 
when the nursery fairly rang with the 
sound of wailing—one child once cried 
for a solid hour—but before long the 
quints found out svho was boss. Af- 
ter that, things went better. 


In recording the quints' progress, 


the psychologists divided their his- 
tory into tewo periods—nnd (i compar- 
ison of the two is interesting. 


It shows that the quints behave 


much better now than they were be- 
having a year ago. The children do far 
less quarreling when 
playing to- 


gether; they behave better at the 
fable, make less fuss when going to 
bed. 


Soon Cnuglit On 


One incident shows how keen these 


five sisters are about things. 
It hap- 


pened about a year ago, when it was 
discovered thnt more cases of diso- 
bedience were cropping out during 
the outdoor play period than in any 
other part of the routine. Since this 
period does not ordinarily produce 
much trouble, the psychologists were 
puzzled. At last they got the answer. 


During the outdoor play period,- the 


children, unknown to themselves, were 
on display before the public. 
The 


public liked to see alt five girls to- 
gether, tf one were absent, tourists 
would express doubt that there real- 
ly were five of them. 
Hence the 


nurses had become reluctant to disci- 
pline n child, through isolation, dur- 
ing thnt period. 


The quints didn't know the reason 


for It, but they soon caught on to the 
fact thnt at this particular time they 
could break the law with impunity. 


Ftcstoration of strict discipline dur- 


ing the outdoor play period soon 
ended that. 


In general, the quints play together 


very well and have few quarrels. As 
in any group of children, of course, 
there are occasional spats—but they 
usually end with the two disputants 
sitting down calmly and playing to- 
gether. 


A healthy attitude of adventure is 


being developed in the quints' play. 
The psychologists have testified that 
it is surprising how little the quints 
notice the stumblings, fallings, and 
dumpings that are a part of all out- 
door play for children. Dr. BlaU's 
theory Is that adults in general should 
interfere in such activities "only to 
prevent homicide or suicide," care- 
fully avoiding unnecessary 
Interfer- 


ence in situations that children can 
solve for themselves. 


Too Early for Results 


The quints are learning to get ex- 


cellent control over their tempers, 
since a cardinal rule of their train- 
ing routine has been that a show of , 
anger never geU a child anything. 
And so, since they have little fear, 
seldom get angry and obey the rules 
s well us 3-year-olds could be ex- 
wctcd to obey them, it can be seen 
hat their training is progressing sat- 
sfaclorily. 


How will it go in the future? The 


psychologists' report concludes with 
hese words: 


"It is too early to prognosticate the 


development of the control of fear 
in these 
five children, because of 


their unusual environment. 
At the 


present time the stability of their sur- 
roundings makes for an atmosphere of 
trust and confidence, but one can sug- 
gest that very soon these children 
must have an opportunity of wider so-
